DANGER IS NOT PAST 

Forest Fire Season Is Not Yet 
Over, According to 
Forester 

Because there have been no spectac¬ 
ular tires such as occurred last year on 
Mount Tamalpals and In the Santa 
t'ruz mountains, the impression pre¬ 
vails in California thut the season of 
1914 has been a mild one in the matter 
of forest (Ires. District Forester Coel 
DuBols, at Han Francisco, states that 
this Is not the case anil that the sea¬ 
son of 1914, which is not yet over, lias 
been one of marked severity. 

On the national forests In California 
1049 fires have occurred, and they are 
still being reported at the rate of about 
50 a weeli. Most of these fires would 
have caused serious damage if they 
had not been handled with the utmost 
promptness. But less than 17 per cent 
got sufficient start to cause any con¬ 
siderable damage, and 876 of them 
were caught and put out before they 
had burned a space twenty rods square. 
The total area burned over amounts to j 
45,000 acres, of which 34,000 acres are ! 
timherland. The direct damage to Cm- ! 
her and improvements is estimated at j 
*76,000. 

As usual, a large proportion of the 
fires were caused by campers. The 
rangers were forced to make numer¬ 
ous arrests for violation of forest laws, 
chiefly the law that requires camp tires 
to he extinguished before leaving camp, j 
A few offenders were given jail sen- 1 
fences, but as a rule the minimum tine ' 
of $50 was imposed.

Tales of the Trail: 

“Lion Stuff”for Hunters 


As we rambled and rode over thel 
Pine Flats country recently I could not* 
help thinking of the increasing use and 
enjoyment of the mountains in the 
forest reserve by the general public. 
Seven years ago when first I began to 
tramp through the mountains the vast 
majority of people who went tlfere 
never penetrated beyond Mt. Wilson or 
Stlirtevant's Camp. A comparative few 
went to the West Fork and the coun¬ 
try beyond was terra incognito to most 
of them. 

A year or two before that tile West 
Fork was usually reached by the divfi- 
cult "Rattlesnake Trail" on the north 
side of Mt. Wilson. Greer Caskey tells 
me the packing of the material then 
for the Outing Club cabin was very 
difficult over the little used and poorly 
kept trail beyond Sturtevant’s Camp. 
The trail to Sturtevants Camp went 
over “Mt. Zion" above Hoegee’s Camp, 
and that portion of the Big Santa Anita 
where J. M. Beard has since built the 
new trail was known to few. The 
Bowen boys and others built the "Sur- 
licklns' Den," the first cabin in that 
portion of the canyon, in 1911. Before 
that I had picked a cabin site near the 
spot where the ranger's cabin occupied 
by Walter Zachaw now stands and 
with Jay E. Randall, then of Artesia, 
had planned to build there. I recently 
found a tree in which I had carved my 
initials and the date of location, No¬ 
vember. 1909. Since then the govern¬ 
ment has located leasing camp sites 
and there are perhaps a hundred camps 
in the canyon. 

Improvement and extension of the 
government trails has made mountain 
trips much easier in the last seven 
years. Pine Flats and Barley Flats 
were difficult of access as recently as 
1909. but are now easily reached by 
good trails, which have been continued 
clear across the range. The forest ser¬ 
vice telephone line goes as far as Chi- 
lea, with phones so distributed as to 
make prompt fire reports easy. 

The inclusion of the Sierra Madre 
mountains in the forest reserve was 
looked upon with disfavor by many 
people who feared it meant prevention 
of their enjoyment. But as the trail 
system has been developed and fire 
protection, though still inadequate, has 
greatly improved, the benefits of the 
forest reserve become more and more 
apparent. The wholesome recreation 
which the mountains afford has been 
placed within the reach of a vastly 
grater number of people. That means 
spread of public sentiment in support 
of sufficient expenditures to secure the 
best possible results.

It is something we heard about on 
Pine Flats and from all accounts must 
be a marvel. We heard about it from 
a young fellow who came through 
there on his way to Buckhorn and the 
big country beyond Mt. Waterman. He 
was perhaps twenty-four, solidly built 
and seemed well able to carry his en¬ 
tire camp outfit, traveling all alone.

After 
returning to camp the lion hunter 
should leave his boots at a safe dis¬ 
tance. then take some "lion stuff" on a 
stick and trace a circle completely 
around camp, making no tracks inside. 

" hen the lions come galloping up in 
pursuit of the scent they will strike 
the circle and start running around 
and round the circle. The hunter can 
then take one of two methods of bag¬ 
ging the lions. He can shoot them on 
the wing or just sit and wait till they 
have run the circle till they fall over 
dizzy or dead.
